PACKING A CROP 


OF 1900 TOBACCO 


Mr, Charles L. Culton of Edgerton, 


Tells How He Put His Pro- 


duct In Shape. 


Mr. Charles L. Culton of Edgcrton, 


"Wls., the well-known packer 'of Wis- 
consin described recently tho out- 
. come of his 1900 packing ot Wiscon- 
sin. 
He says under an Edgerton 


date of October 8: 


Gentlemen—When we were assort- 


ing and packing I felt sure that we 
were succeeding In getting the tobac- 
co put up In fine shape, but now that 
we have sampled about 1.000 cases 
I am sure of It. 


The assorting, sizing and packing 


appears to bo all that we could de- 
sire. 
When the cases were stripped 


the bulk looked like a perfect pic- 
ture. 


I have .opened every leaf In a groat 


many hands of thosn thrown back In 
sampling and have not been able to 
find one leaf that shows polo sweat 
or shed burn. 
Every leaf IB sound 


and serviceable and every hand Is 
alike through each case. . 


The cost of our packing Is fully two 


cents a pound more than It would 
.have been Tied we done the kind of 
work that was done by the most of 
the packers. 
In the first place our 


labor was more than double. 
In or- 


der to have every/leaf opened, which 
I believe was necessary In' order to 
get the damage out and to do 
the 


hind of grading'we did. It cost us 
about 1 7-4 cents per pound for all the 
pounds that went to the assorters, and 
our records'show that we threw out 
forty per cent for damage, which you 
can see put the 
expense over three 


cents a pound on the pounds that 
were sound and went Into the cases, 
besides the large expense caused by 
cleaning the tobacco so thoroughly. 


We succeded In holding back as 
large a percentage of the money un- 
til the tobacco was asorted as any 
who packed In this state last year, 
but the limit was 25 per cent, 
and 


this' amount seemd ample and even 
in excess of the amount of damage 
to most of the packers, as they did 
not open the leaves or pay for close 
assorting, consequently, did not see 
more than 60 per cent of tho damage 
that was actually In the . tobacco; 
the other SO per cent/going In with 
their sound which makes a great dif- 
ference In 'their cost. 
. 
• 


I merely speak of this In detail 


to show yon that a difference of 
fully four cents per pound could be 
made In the cost of a so-called pack- 
ing. In the way In which It Is put up 
If the average cost from the farmer 
was the same. • 


A large number of our packers paid 


from 70 to 90 cents a hundred, then 
simply sized their 
tobacco 
and 


threw out 10 per cent or less for dam- 
age. 
This work compared with ours, 


•taking the difference in the cost of 
labor, the difference In the 
value of 


the damage and the low grade that 
went In. makes an Immense differ- 
ence. In tho cost of a packing put up 
iu this manner an<l one assorted'and 
cleaned as we did ours. 
But-when 


the. tobacco Is worked or the cases 
are examined and - each leaf opened 
in a hand, then the difference In the 
value will show. 
The manner In 


which we have put up our tobacco 
•will be a revelation to those who nso 
It. 
The yield will simply be . Im- 


mense, for every leaf is right; being 
graded as It Is. a man could pick out 
the size and style he wishes to work 
and be sure that every hand through 
the case runs the same. 


I have sampled something 
over 


1,000 cases of our packing and have 
found the tobacco in excellent condi- 
tion—It Is dried off like tobacco two 
years.old and looks fine. I am very 
glad that we packed our tobacco up 
to full weight as. soon as It was as- 
sorted .'and did not try any of• the 
new schemes of-warming'it up. in 
bulk before packing or laying the 
cases full, putting In only half weight 
and condensing It after It has start- 
ed to sweat; for all the tobacco, that 
•was handled In either one of these 
ways and allowed to warm up 
and 


then checked, looks dull and common 
compared with ours. 


This scheme of warming tobacco up 


and then packing It or filling up the 
cases after it had started to sweat, 
may possibly prevent damage,-but it 
certainly a great Injury to the quail 
ty and style of the tobacco.
